ACHS brings arete to PASS class

Clap. 
A simple ritual but the 
meaning is enormous. 
The Greek concept of 
arete Is being applied by Antioch 
Community High School students 
in a class designed to promote 
achievement through sport. 

"Most classes deal with the 
mind. Physical education might 
deal a lot with the body. But, we try 
to use the mind, body, and spirit," 
said Mark Ring, PASS Clam teacher. 
PASS is an acronym for Promoting 
Achievement In School through 
Sport. 

Ring compares the philosophy of 
the course to the ancient Greek prin- 
ciple of arete. Arete is all the good 
qualities that make character. He de- 
fined it as a "striving for excellence." 

"Thedass is about finding out 
what kind of a person you are, how 



you act, how you work," Ring said. 

He teaches the course to sopho- 
more, junior, and senior students 
who wish to learn how to apply the 
fundamentals of athledc mastery to 
other parts of their life. The eight 
fundamentals are: power, attitude, 
flexibility, balance, rhythm, relax- 
ation, concentration, and instinct, 
"We try to set ourselves goals," 
Ring said of the students. One goal 
Is related to academic Improve- 
ment; the other is related to athletic 
achievement. 

Students select one academic 
goal ihaHmprovos on fhoir Juno -^ 
grade point avcmgc and a second 
average that miglit be more difficult 
for them to achieve. Students select 
cither of the goals to work on in the 
PASS Class. 

"They have to set tliemselves a 
weekly schedule," Rlngsald.Tlie 
schedule helps them work towards 
improved academic performance by 
showing how time has been spent- 
Students also list three athletic 



goals. Then, one goal is selected as 
their focus. 

The class itself is the forum for 
students to identify goals, to deter- 
mine goal feasibility, to work out a 
strategy to achieve their academic 
and athletic goals, and to evaluate 
their progress on a weekly basis. It 
also provides students an opportu- 
nity to apply and to lead athletic rit- 
uals— such as a group hand clap — 
that help them focus on their goals. 

The clap signifies respect 
among the. team members for 
one another. 

Ring said that ACHS students 
want to get into the class, but not ail 
parts of it are popular. "Last year 
was the first. We had two classes. 
This year we have three (classes)," 
he said. 

When asked which of the'elght 
fiindamentals strike Uie most re- 
sppnsiye chord in student life, he 
could not say. "I'm sure I know tliey 
don't like the 'concentration practice,' 
where tliey have to concentrate for 
10 minutes everyday," Ring said. 
On Wednesday, March 25, the 
PASS class and students in the Physi- 
cal Best Class met jointly with Andy 
Heck, a left offensive tackle linesman 
with the Chicago Bears football team. 
, '"He's a great guy," said Ring of 
Heck. "He said he'd like to come out 
toAnlioch and talk." 

The meeting provided about 
100 students with a chance to meet 
and talk to an athlete who applies 
the fundamentals of athletic mas- 
tery to professional level sports and . 
to his life. 

Andy Heck told the students 
that PASS "raises athletics to the lev- 
el tliat It should be." He discussed 
hisjiieh sclipol athlcllc.copeer, his 
acaiiomic upbringing atliomc, and 
his yeare at Notre Dome as a college 
student. He talked ofhls years with 
the Seattle Seahawks and the Bears. 

"I got Involved with the PASS 
Program because for me, athletics 
played a very important part In my 
life," he told students.

"That is things like: making a 
video, helping with computers or fi- 
nance, or working with our fami- 
lies— teaching them about budget-' 
ing and some of the home mainte- 
nance skills they're going to need, 
writing for our newsletter.

Habitat needs 
more people with home building 
skills in all trades. To resolve the 
problem, the organization is at- 
tempting to create a corps of skilled 
volunteers. 

Three criteria are used to select 
people for whom homes are built. 
"The first is: need for decent hous- 
ing." She said, "In this county, many 
are living in places that are rotten." 

People have to be able to buy the 
home. "The families buy the house 
using a 25 year mortgage." She said, 
"We don't give the houses away." 

. "They have to be willing to be a 
partner with Habitat." Future home- 
owners help buitd thcirown home. 

"In the process, of course, tticy 

learn a great deal about their house," 
Donovan said. 

"We build the houses with vol- 
unteers, and we build the houses 
with donations," she said. "By the 
time we are done, we have a house 
that we can sell to a family for about 
$60,000." 

Donovan said that, nationally, 
only 0,8 percent of Habitat home- 
owners have had foreclosures and 
only 3 percent have been resold. In' 
Lake County there have been no 
foreclosures or home resales. 

"The vast majority of people do 
not move," she said.

Milking the past 

• The current Cuneo Museum and Gardens exhibit brings 
Hawthorn Mellody Dairy Farm back to life for a generation of curious baby boomers

Long before today's 
celebrities like Brett Favre 
and Brooke Shields began 
hawking the benefits of 
milk, Hopalong Cassidy, the White 
Sox's Nellie Fox, Dean Martin and 
Jerry Lewis were doing milk com- 
mercials for Libertyville's 
Hawthorn Mellody Farms. 

In those days, the Libertyville farm was 
the destination point for thousands of 
Chlcagoland school children who came on 
field trips to visit a dairy farm complete with a 
tour of a state-of-the-art milking facility, pet- 
ting zoo and even a frontier village. 

Between 1948 and 1969, Hawthorn Mel- 
lody Farms operated near what is now the Cu- 
neo Museum and Gardens, where the popu- 
larity of the former family amusement park is 
being showcased in a special exhibit. 

Hawthorn Mellody Farms was located on 
the estate of John Cuneo, Sr., and encom- 
passed 7.5 square miles. The farm was situat- 
ed to the north of the museum where Gregg's 



Landing subdivision is now being built. 
. The exhibit was coordinated by John 
Byrne, chief operations officer at the muse- 
um, and Karen feeasley, education coordina- 
tor. Byrne grew up on the farm where his fa> 
ther, liiurence Byrne, was tlie farm manager. 

The exhibit chronicles the farm's heyday 
as a dairy and tourist attraction. 

"Hawthorn Mellody Farm still sparks a 
feeling of nostalgia and a warm memory in 
those who visited here as children 40 years 
ago," wrote Byrne in a booklet he authored for 
theexliibit. 

The museum's new executive director, 
Jim Bert, decided last fall the exhibit would be 
a great way to revive the history of the area. 
Byrne and Beasley worked diligently begin- 
ning last October to ready the exliibit for its 
premier in March. 

Beasley said the duo began contemplat- 
ing an exliibit because museum employees 
often heard visitors reminiscing that the 
grounds were once pan of Hawthorn Mellody 
Farms. 

"It kind of got us excited because a lot of 
people on tours remembered it," said Beasley, 

The baby boomer generation grew up vis- 
iting the fann, which included tours of the 
dairy's state-of-the-art milking parior, a visit 
to a mini-zoo, a frontier town accessible by a 
train ride, a hall of champions featuring 
sports memorabilia and lunch, including ice 
cream and fresh cold milk, on the banks of 
Lake Charles.

Time to 
crack that 
egg shell 



Many readers responded 
to our query about how 
to neatly shell hard- 
boiled eggs for devUed 
eggs. Many of the responses includ- 
ed similar information, which fol- 
lows: 

Grayslake resident E. Peterson 
stated that she's had good luck in 
shelling hard-boiled eggs by using 
the foUowing directions. First.she 
says, don't use fresh eggs. Eggs that 
are at least one to two weeks old 
after purchasing are the best. 

Put eggs in a pan and cover 
with cold water. Bring to a full, 
rolling boil and cover immediately. 
Turn off the burner and let sit for 15 
minuteis. Empty pan of hot wrater 
and run cold water over eggs for 3-4 
minutes. Cool again for 15 minples. 
Shells should como off cosily after 
cracking. Also, egg yolks will not 
turn a dark color. 

Mary Ann Goecke of Fox Lake 
writes, "If 1, know I will be needing 
hard-boiled eggs for deviled eggs, I 
leave the eggs at room temperature 
for a day or two, because then they 
are easier to peel." 

We'll end this week's column 
with a delicious deviled egg recipe: 

DEVILED EGGS 
Ingredients: 

Eggs (if you want to feed 10 people, 
' boil 20 eggs, and increase as 
needed) 
Mustard 
Mayonnaise 
Garlic Powder 
Salt 
Pepper 

Directions: Boil eggs using 
one of the techniques above. Shell 
and rinse eggs. Cut eggs in half - 
length-wise and put yolks into 
medium-sized bowl. Crush yolks 
with fork and add spices to taste. 
Start by adding 3 tablespoons of 
mayonnaise and 1-1/2 teaspoons of 
mustard. Blend with mixer until 
smooth. Taste and add more may- 
onnaise and mustard until desired 
taste and texture. Garnish with / 
parsley and paprika and serve.

Spring has arrived-serious gardening time is here 



Spring has arrived. What a 
relief, winter has past and 
spring has sprung. This is a 
very busy season for we gar- 
deners. There arc many tasks to be 
accomplished. Remember when 
the rain comes that "April showers 
bring May flowers," It is important 
to gel rain in the spring, so bear 
with it. 

While I was cleaning up my 
Ilowerbeds, I was amazed at how 
well the perennials have ovcrr win- 
tered. Many are quite lai^e. and 
look vety healihy. Tfic roses are 
already sprouting new foliage and 
the canes have stayed surprisingly 
green. There is not much dead 
wood to prune. I'm hoping that is a 
good sign, that lliis will be a year for 
knock-out flowers. As the weather 
warms and providing the soil is dry, 
begin to turn over vegetable and 
flower beds. 1 use a spiked fork. I 
think it works great in breaking up 
the big clumps of dirt. While you 
are turning the gardens over, be 
sure you add a generous amount of 
organic material, you can never 
add too much. Save kitchen scraps, 
(no meat by products.) for the com- 
post pile, if you don't have a com- 
post pile, start one. If your garden Is 
very large, you may want to rent or 
borrow a roto-liller, it will make the 
job much easier. 

Lettuce, onions, radishes, 
spinach, broccoli, and sweet peas 
can be sown now. If you sow some 
seeds every two weeks, you will 
have a continuous crop well into

the summer. 

As soon as possible, as the 
perennials arc already up and run- 
ning, fertilize ihem, 1 use a fish 
emulsion* fertilizer, it does a great 
job. My plants respond really well 
with it. Now is a good time to pur- 
chase perennial stock. Look for 
healthy, well established plants. 
Resist the urge to buy annuals too 
eariy. If the weallier gets bad, and 
they cannot be planted shortly after 
purchase they become root bound, 
dry out and do not perform well in 
the garden. 

Summer blooming perennials 
can be divided now. It may be a 
good time to ask your neighbor for 
a clump of that Astibille, or Daisy 
you like. 

My geraniums that I have over- 
wintered, I have begun to take cut- 
lings and am starting many plants 
from the parent plants. All you 
need to do is snip pieces of the par- 
ent plant, dip them in a rooting 
hormone, such as roolone, and 
plant in a light polling mbcture, and 
they will establish a strong root sys- 
tem in no time. 

This is also the time to get the 
lawn mower ready for the summer. 



maybe it needs a tune up or some 
minor repair, take it in before all 
the handy men get too busy. It's 
time to check out your gardening 
tools, see if they are all working 
property, maybe you need to pur- 
chase some new things. You can 
keep an eye open for upcoming 
sales. There are always seasonal 
sales. 1 hate to pay full price for 
anything. 

If we do not get enough rain 
keep seedlings and Howera - 
watered. Follow directions when 
fertilizing and keep an eye out for 
insects. Widi the mild winter, I am 



afraid we are going to see tons of 
bugs. Get out the hot pepper spray. 
Ifapplicable protect young plants 
from late frosts. Plastic sheeting or 
cloches made from plastic gallon 
milk jugs work real good. You know 
we have had frosts as late as May 
26th. And remember we have to 
deal with El Nitio. Get busy, until 
next week, peace. Go ahead — get 
your hands dirty.

MOVIE REVIEW 

Newtons don't give a 
fig about the law 



"Tlie Newton Boys" is a poor 
man's "Butch Cassidy and the Sun- 
dance Kid," with a lessor script, no 
raindrops, a mediocre director and 
also missing Robert Redford and 
Paul Newman. 

But all is not lost as the latest 
bank robbery epic has some re- 
deeming factors in its young stars, 
especially Matthew McConaughey, 
Ethan Hawlce and Dwight Yoakam. 

This Robin Hood of the roaring 
south film (actually set in the 1920s 
along with history's other great 
bank robberies), though for die 
most part shallow in nature and 
character depth, has some classic 
robbery scenes. 

The movie delves into the wild- 
ness of the 1920s via the memories 
of some of the bank robbers, rav- 
aged by life and age. 

With a strong "Good Old Boy 
Texas Theme, "Tlie Newton Boys," 
who are depicted as lovable rapscal- 
lions just having a good time taking 
from the rich to invest for them- 
selves, did their dirty deeds in the 



dark of night. 

McConaughey, Hawke, Skeet 
Ulrich, and Vincent D'Onofrio are 
the real life Newtons, who are prob- 
ably less famous than their counter- 
parts like Bonnie and Clyde, 
Dillinger, Baby Face Nelson, etc., 
have Yoajkam playing their explo- 
sive genius. 

Television star of "ER," Jullanna 
Margulies does a stint as Mc- 
Conaughey's girlfriend. 

The best thing that can be said 
for the Newtons is that they set out 
to kill no one, taking precautions to 
keep it that way. There is also a 
snappy bit of dialogue here and 
there as the Newton Boys and com- 
pany play their fun and games until 
the seriousness of their ventures 
dawns. 

For the most part the enjoy- 
ment is almost as shallow as the 
characters on the screen, so we- 
are giving this "PG 13" rated film 
2.5 stars out of a possible five. 
Wish it could have been better!—

It is not by accident that Dr. Cheryl Lynn 
Walker studies allergies and their treat- 
ment for a living. In fact you could say she 
has a nose for it. 

Like 25 percent of all Americans, there 
were at least two times a year when her eyes, 
nose and throat declared mutiny and she was 
downright miserable. But that is not the case 
anymore. 

"Medication over the counter can be effec- 
tive with mild symptoms but it must be used 
regulariy each day (during the allergy season)," 
Walker said by phone from her practice at the 
University of Northwestern Hospital where 
she is also on staff for research and teaching.

I ow, Walker makes the study and 
treatment of allergies her main focus, some- 
thing for which the encumbered in Lake 
County may be thankful.

Most importantly, now Uiere are the over the 
counter medications that sufUciently decrease 
the effects of allergies by suppressing the 
body's natural tendency to attack foreign par- ■ 
tides such as dust and spores. 

The allergy season in the spring is usually 
into full swing by Easter so timing of treatrrient 
is a critical issue. Walker said if the patient 
wails until the allergy symptoms take hold, 
then it's already too late to achieve the full 
benefits of the medication. 

"Often with medicine started before the 
season, the allergy sufferer will find their al- 
lergic reactions greatly reduced," Walker 
added. 

Too, some of her treatment recommen- 
dations come simply from common sense. 
If followed, her advice will help the mild 
sufferers who choose to forgo medication 
and will enhance the treatment of those 
who do require medication. 

"Decrejise your exposure to something 
that bothers you,'* Walker advised.

, or those who exercise, this means jog- 
ging or riding in the afternoon when the pollen 
CO u n t is lower or exe rclsl ngonly Indoors 
where air conditioning can act as a filter. 
Wlicn doing yard work, wear a filtering mask. 
And the most common piece of advice is to 
use your own nauiral filter by breathing 
through your nose. 

Finally, Walker encourages people to sec 
tlieir primary care physician to update them- 
selves on treatments. 

'Treatment options used to be very limit- 
ed. If you have not been to the doctor for your 
allergies in 15 years, it is time to get reevaluat- 
ed," Walkersaid.

• Keep windows closed. 

• If possible, use air-conditioning to 
keep jjollen and mold spores from enter- 
ing home, 

• Filter air from heating vents wiUi 
cheesecloth. 

• Vacuum and dust often using a 
damp or oiled clotli (though not wiUi the 
allergy sufferer in tlie room). 

• Use pillows made with syntlietic 
materials. 

• Cover mattresses, box springs and 
pillows with nonaliergic casings. 

• Select washable blankets and bed- 
spreads, not down or chenille. 

• Remove books from bedroom, or 
primary' li\nng room, as tliey are primary 
dust collectors. If removal is not ah op- 
tion, dust books often. 

• Use an indoor dryer to dry clothes, 
Hanging clothes on an outdoor line will 
give pollen the chance to cling to fab- 
rics. 

. • In warmer climates, moye mat- 
tresses and pillows into the sun at least 
once a month. Warm, dry air helps filter 
dust. 

• Allergy causing dust mites caji be 
eliminated by washing sheets and pillow- 
cases in hot water twice a week. 

• Minimize outdoor activity' during 
windy spring/late sumtner days. 

• If the allergic person must do - 
yardwork, she or he should wear a dust 
mask to avoid inhaling pollen and mold 
spores

Safe Exercise During 
Allergy Season 

• Before beginning an exercise regi- 
men, talk to your health care provider 
about special precautions to take. 

• Breadie through tlie nose. Because 
tlie nasal passages contain a natural fil- 
tering and humidifying system, it is im- 
portant to exercise when die nose and si- 
nus are clear. Unobstructed nasal pas- 
sages will keep out allergens and main- _ 
lain consistent air temperature and hu- 
midity. 

• Avoid exercising in places where al- 
lergens are present. People with pollen 
allergies should avoid jogging near open 
fields. Those who react to dust mites and 
mold spores should designate an exercise 
room in llieir homes where allergens are 
lowest. 

• If it is not possible to designate safe 
areas for exercise, additional precautions 
may be necessary, such as wearing a 
mask or taking medication prior to physi- 
cal activity.

When allergies such as pollen, dust, animal dan- 
der and mold are Inhaled, they travel through 
the nasal cavity and attach themselves to mast 
cells. These mast cells, found in all body tissue 
including the lining of the nose, contain hista- 
mines.

I write many weeks about kids 
behavior and how to maintain it. 
This week I'm writing about adult 
behavior and how to maintain it. 
It's a sad thing to me that anyone 
would heed to talk about maintain- 
ing it, however, when we look 
around at what out communities 
look like, the least important things 
become the forefront while what 
should be the most important 
things take a far back burner. 
Things like decency and compas- 
sion. Trust and humanity. Respect 
and loyalty. 

I remember hearing a few years 
back about how we were then liv- 
ing in the "ME Generation." I 
understood that to mean that peo- 
ple were more self centered. I \\ill 
go one step further and call this the 
"ME FIRST Generation." It seems 
to me that people are so threatened 
by anyone else getting ahead of 
(hem that the whole concept of 
watching out for one's fellow man 
has completely fallen by the way- 
side. 

I see this in schools regularly. 
Usually, it takes the form of a child

1.) Use the Golden Rule always. 

2.) At least once a day (to begin 
with,— more if you can) try and 
think of how what you are saying or 
doing has effected someone else, is 
it right or wrong? 

3.) Role play at home with your 
very young children-how to treat 
people wiUt kindness and respect. 
These diings can be taught when a 
child is very young and can become 
normal life perspectives. Wlien a 
situation comes up in which a nat; 
ural response of your child's has 
caused harm to someone, role play 
witli your child about how to rectily 
it and how to apologize or make it 
better and then have your child do 
that. 

4.) Be a good example. If you 
abuse your power over others, be 
ready to watch your child do the 
same thing. Also expect to be asked 
why they can't and you can. This is 
one area in which I'd expect both 
parents and kids to follow the same 
rules. 

5.) Practice allowing others to 



go first without feeling like you 
have been taken advantage of. 

You'll find tliat the more you 
practice tlie art of caring about oth- 
ers, the more you will get a good 
response from people and every- 
one will end up feeling better. 1 
have heard people say to me 
before, "Why should I become nice 
if the whole world is not?" My 
answer is this, "It starts with one 
person and then with two and so 
on. If no one starts It, it will not 
happen." Even if only some people 
are practicing it, it is still an 
improvement. 

I'm not asking anyone to give 
up standing up for their rights. It 
is important to make sure that you 
are not being victimized and smil- 
ing while it's happening. I am just 
suggesting that we could go a long 
way toward improving relation- 
ships between people if people 
just thought about each other 
once in a while instead of only 
themselves. 

So, let's have the guy who is 
tailgating start to think tliat maybe 



the person in front of hirii has a 
small child in the car and is being 
extra careful, and "Mr. Tailgater" ■ 
moves to another lane {wrilhout any 
finger gestures) to be courteous. 
■ Let's have the guy who is drinking 
decide that he doesn't want any 
people to be "kidless" or "parent- 
less" on account of his behavior 
and decisions, so he takes a cab. 
Let's have the person in the 
Grocery store who is rushing to 
beat the other person to the line, let 
that other person go in front 
because it's a nice thing to do. I saw 
a bumper sticker once that said, 
"Practice random acts of kindness." 
I think we should.

• 27 percent of students, or 
roughly sb< million teens, said they 
had smoked at least one cigar with- 
in the previous year. The break- 
down according to sex was 37 per- 
cent of boys compared with 16 per- 
cent of girls. 

• At least 13 percent of ninth 
grade students in two New York 
counties reported smoking a cigar at 
least once in the 30 days prior to the 
survey. 

• Students who smoked cigars 
• were three times more likely than 

others to also use cigarettes or 
smoking tobacco. 

• Roughly four percent of boys 
and 1 .2 percent of girls say they con- 
sumed more than 50 cigars in the 
past year. 

The survey marks the first time 
that CDC officials have tried to 
gauge cigar smoking trends in 
teenagers. 

"It's a phenomenon of the '90s," 
said Miciiael Eriksen, director of the 
CDC's OfTice on Smoking and 
Health, in an interview with the 
Associated Press, "Everywhere you 
turn, there's a cigar bar or a cigar 
shop. Kids are very perceptive of 
what they think cool adults do." 

Most states ban cigar sales to 
minors, but cigars are exempt from 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
regulations. The FDA says it doesn't 



have evidence that cigars are mar- 
keted to satisfy addiction. 

Overall, consumption of larger 
cigars grew 45 percent from 1993 to 
1996, when 4.5 billion cigars were 
consumed in the United States. In a 
separate report, the CDC says that 
the percentage of adults age 34 and 
older who smoke has remained 
steady <il approximately 25 percent. 

"It's definitely an unhealthy 
trend," says Tcrri Tfersky. DOS, o 
general dentist who practices on 
Chicago's North Side, "Cigars are 
just as damaging to your health as 
cigarettes. Tliey cause cancers of the 
mouth, larynx, esophagus and lung. 
Cigar smokers have the same risk for 
emphysema as cigarette smokers. 
Research links cigars with stroke, 
heart attacks and lung disease. 
Cigars produce second-hand 
smoke, just like cigarettes. 

Dentists readily detect the 
adverse oral efiects of tobacco use — 
cigarettes, cigars, smokeless — dur- 
ing routine examinations and can 
help patients with tobacco cessa- 
tion programs. 

The Chicago Dental Society 
strongly supports the regulations 
adopted by the U.S. Fodd and Drug 
Administration to regular tobacco 
products, categorize nicotine as a 
drug, and restrict access to tobacco 
products by children.

A little greenery can enrich the 
lives of older people, according to the 
University of Illinois researchers. 

"Working with plants promotes 
physical health, a perception of well- 
being and an increased capacity to 
pay attention," said William Sullivan, 
assistant research professor in the 
Department of Natural Resources 
and Environmental Sciences. 

House plants and gardens allow 
elderly people to exercise arthritic 
fingers and joints as well as provide 
. opportunities to be creative and use- 
ful. Evidence supports studies indi- 
cating reduced blood pressure, less 
stress and lower instances of depres- 
sion in older people as a result of cul- 
tivating plants. 

Plants offer social benefits as 
well. Older people often grow plants 
together in their communities which 
provides a setting for social interac- 
tion and companionship. 

"Research shows that social ties 
are established with neighbors 
tJirough gardens, trees and lawns and 
those social relationships grow 
through taking pride in maintaining 
plants," said Byoung-Suk Kweon, 
graduate student. "In this way, elder- 
ly people feel useful and helpful. They 
interact with each other and make 
new friends." 

Kweon said creativity and manu- 
al performance increase as a result of 
working with plants. 

"It is not the type of plant being 
cultivated that really matters," she 
said, "but the physical act of caring 
for and nurturing the plant that helps 
the elderly." 

Morllcultural therapy researchers 
say people who care for and tend to 
the needs of plan is rediscover a sprig 
of usefulness and vitality in their own 
lives. Horticulture therapy has been 
used in nursing homes, hospitals, 
jails and other institutions. 

Researchers also feel older indi- 
viduals find a sense of pride in their 
communities by sharing in gardening 
and plant maintenance. 

Physical disabilities, such as 
arthritis and fatigue, often ease with 
the sense of pride and comfort they 
felt in raising children, and that eases 
feelings of usefulness and weariness, 
said Kweon. 

Most importantly, working with 
plants passes the time with friends 
and cases the feelings of loneliness.

The 82-year-old Evanston 
woman, who Immigraied to America 
from Poland when she was 12-years- 
old, will be honored Saturday, for 
fighting for the right's of others, by 
the Lake County AFL-CIO Council, 
headquartered in Libertyvilie.

He had recently not been feeling too well, and 
had been hospitalized for the past several weeks before his 
death. 

"It is a tremendous loss for our village and the residents of 
this community." said John M. KaJmar, village administrator. 
He mdeed was deeply committed to saving diis community, 
and impartially protecting the environment of this communi- 
ty," Kalmar said. 

Bitta had served as a village trustee for eight years, and was 
chairman of the board's environment commiilee. He spent 
26 years as a dean of students Maine Township High School 
District 207. He was known as a lifelong environmentalist 
who fought vigorously to slop the Route 53 extension, took 
children from nearby Fremont School in Mundelein on nature 
walks, and served as executive director of the Des Plaines Riv- 
er Student Alliance, a group representing 19 high schools. 

Former chief sues village 

Wauconda— FormerWauconda Police Chief Andrew W 
Mayer is suing the village and James Eschenbauch. as mayor 
and as an individual, for $845,000 and his former job. In the 
complaint filed in federal court in Chicago March 6, Mayer is 
seeking lost wages and fringe benefits of $45,000, damages for 
pain, suffering, distress and loss of reputation of $300,000, 
punitive damages of $500,000, any other costs and expenses of 
the plalntifT, and his former job. 

Mayer was police chief from 1990 to Sept. 4, 1996. when he 
was fired for drunken driving arrest In Hlchmond wUhouthov- 
Ing a hearing; as Is required In two village handbooks. 

"He (Eschenbauch) did not allow me to have due process," 
Mayer said. "1 thinkwhat'wasdbnc was wrong." Mayer de- 
nied the charges at that time, and was vindicated when he was 
found not guilty on Nov. 13, 1997 by a McHenry County judge.

No winners 

Libertyville Assistant Fire Chief Ken Norton was found guilty of 
reckless homicide In Lake County's most watched trial of tjfie 
year last week. But no one celebrated. It was a hollow victory for . 
prosecutors and for the family of Mark Capistrant, tlie 43-year- 
old Grayslake fatlier of Uiree who died after being struck by Norton. 
Capistrant was bicycling down Rte. 1 20, July 30, 1 997 when he was hit 
from behind by Norton's pick-up. Norton was also found guilty of two 
misdemeanor charges of failun3 to stop and failure to render aid after an 
accident involving injury or death. 

Norton went home while Capistrant lie on the pavement dying. Tlie 
assistant fire chief wept as he left the courtroom last week. As an assis- 
tant fire chief, Norton knew better dian most drivers the value of human 
life. He has been willing to put his life on tiie line to save otliers as a fire- 
fighter for more than 20 yeai^. 

The Capistrant and the Norton families ended life as Uiey knew it 
July30tli. 

Neitlier family will ever be the sama 

For the Capistrants, Norton's conviction may end one chapter in the 
tragedy but it doesn't Iieal the vvoimds or bring back the husband and fa- 
tlier they knew and loved. 

For the Nortons, sentencing May 5th brings one more painftil chap- 
ter in the lesson of a tragedy which saw Norton's wife, Jane, testify for the 
prosecuu'on that she believed he was driving impaired. 

But, there are more losers in this unnecessary tragedy tlian just the 
two families. 

There is the Village of Libertyville, who may lose a valuable 20-year 
employee July 30. 

And, there is the Village of Grayslake, whose reputation and handling 
of tlie evidence tliat night came under great scrutiny during tlie tliree- 
day trail. Their failure to order a bodily fluid lest prevented the prosecu- 
tion from formally charing Norton with drivins while inlo:dcatcd. 

Grayslake's short staffrng that Sunday forced quick decisions by part- 
time employees such as traffic investigator Roger Barrette, who failed to 
check die tape-recording of an eye-witness to the accident. 7he on- 
scene interview had not recorded and die eye-witness was not asked for 
a second interview until a week later. Valuable time lost. Barrette also 
failed to impound the truck lliat evening and allowed Jane Norton to dri- 
ve it home. It was seized by a search warrant a few days later. Valuable 
evidence not secured. 

"Tlie sloppiness of this investigation makes tills look like Grayslake 
R.ED.," saidThomas Briscoe, Norton's attorney during his closing argu- 
ments for tJie case. Frustrated that llie holes in tlie investigation didn't 
allow him to prove his client was not intoxicated. 

Tlie many professionals involved in this case will undoubtedly ap- 
proach future tragedies dilTerently. It may be in tlial lesson we find a win- 
ner. 

Media not the fall guy 

The ambush and shooting of four children and a teacher in a 
Jonesboro, Ark., middle school last week has brought the usual 
round of finger pointing at every one from the National Rifle 
Association to Hollywood producers to popular culture to tlie 
media in assessing blame for the tragedy 

As the grandfather of 1 1 -year-old Andrew Golden and iJie parents 
of 13-year-old Mitchell Jolinson willingly agree to be interviewed by 
every television news magazine in production to gain dicir 15-minules 
of fame, a different picture is beginning to emerge from the small soutli- 
em town. 

"Hie fault is not with llie students being taught to shoot guns. Chil- 
dren across America have been taught to use guns by ilieir parents for 
generations, but very few have ever taken a gun to school much less 
raised it in violence. 

The fault Is not with the media. Tlie media has reported heinous 
crimes for the public to read about since paper was invented. 

The fault is not with llie Hollywood. Movie makers have been glam- 
orizing the life of crime since they started recording. 

Tlie fault is not exposure to violence. How many victims of the Nazi 
Holocaust went on killing sprees when the war was over? Certainly, 
dielr exposure to violence was far more personal than that of tliese two 
youngsters. 

Maybe the answers to who's at fault can be found in the vray their 
parents have willingly responded to media interviews denying prob- 
lems with their children all the while knowing that there were some. 

It was revealed tliis week, 13-year-old Johnson was charged witli 
sexual molestation of a two-year-old last summer and has been under 
psychiatric care, Certainly a warning sign. 

Both young men are said to have told fellow students tliey were go- 
ing to kiU. 

Placing all of tlie blame on the parents may be too harsh, mental ill- 
ness can not necessarily be prevented. 

But, behavior is learned in the home from infancy. 

IF the media and the movies are somehow to blame, then the par- 
ents who allowed lliese two boys to be exposed to Uiese elements surely 
must share in the blame. 

Good parenting can't stop children from going bad but it puts one 
enormous boulder in the path.

Must schools be sacrificed? 



The impending annexation 
by the Village ofVolo of a 
housing development 
dubbed Miller Farms, once 
again illustrates just how taxpayers 
lose when villages, in an effort to in- 
crease rooftops to draw commercial 
businesses, neglect the needs of lo- 
cal schools. 

It also Illustrates how developers 
seemingly play municipalities off 
each other in an effort to "get the 
best deal."" 

Both Volo and Fox Lake have 
had the parcel under consideration. 
The Village of Volo has decided 
Grant High School and the Big Hol- 
low Elementary District will split 
$900 in impact fees per unit from 
the' development which is proposing 
250 duplexes and 160 single family 
residents. 

The School Impact Fee Commit- 
tee, which is comprised of Lake 
County Board Member Bonnie 
Thomson Carter (Disl. 5- Ingleside), 
Grant High School Board of Educa- 
tion President Paul Jakstas and Big 
Hollow Superintendent Ron 
Pazanin, has recommended a $2,700 
per unit impact fee for developers. 
This figure is based on the projected 
cost ofeducating the students be- 
fore tax dollars begin flowing in to 
school cofi'ers. The difi^erence be- 
tween Volo's required scliool impact 
fees and the committee's suggestion 
for the 4 10 units? $738,000. No 
small change. It will be made up 
from existing homeowners. 

. The Village of Pox Lake had told 
Four Oaks Development it would be 
seeking $2,700 per unit in school im- 
pact fees. Four Oaks seems to have 
chosen Volo. 

The shame in this proposed de- 
velopment is that Volo, in a rush to 
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attract commercial development 
critical to offsetting property taxes in 
a growing village, has placed no faith 
in the work of the local impact fee . 
committee, which includes leaders 
from the two districts whicli vvill be 
impacted by the development. 

Volo Mayor Burnell Russell said, 
"We told the schools exactly what 
they are getting. We have no plans 
to sit down with them in the future 
to discuss impact fees." 

The shame in this statement is 
that Russell had been active on the 
Wauconda Community School 
Board for many, many years. He 
should understand the cost ofedu- 
cating students. He has also been a 
lifetime farmer in Volo. He knows 
better than anyone in Volo how 
rapidly times and land use area 
changing. He is living it first -hand. 
Does Russell really believe rev- 
enue generated by commercial de- 
. velopment, planned for a site adja- 
cent to the Miller Farms, will pay the 
students way? Perhaps, he should 
visit vacant commercial sites in oth- 
er villages. 

Russell appears to be confident 
sales taxes from existing businesses 



and future ones will offset the cost of 
education plus the $2.5 million cost 
of running sewers to tlie property. 

It is a scenario which has played 
out In villages across the county in 
the last decade. 

Volo leaders have fallen prey to 
lack of legislation which does not 
provide adequate guidelines for im- 
pact fees. Volo leaders, like many 
villages before them, have made a 
decision that seems rushed and in- 
considerate to area taxpayers, but 
seems JIke tiie only cliolce to a. mu- 
nicipality tlint doesn't want to be 
gobbled up by their next-door- 
ncighbors. Russell is not to blame. 
He and his administration, like 
countless ones before them, faced a 
tough decision and have decided to 
grow. The fall-out of tlie decision or 
the long-term effect of staying a 
sleepy village can be argued pro and 
con. 

The Naperville Formula, long- 
established in court, does help to 
protect villages in negotiating im- 
pact fees for growth. It establishes 
guidance and is a starting point. 
State legislators need to step up and 
legislate fair compensation to rein- 
force the Formula. Stronger legisla- 
tion will ease growth's impact on all 
residents. 

As has happened to coundcss 
villages in the collar counties, Volo 
and Fox Lake have both been court- 
ed to annex this development. Volo 
beat Fox Ijike to the punch, perhaps 
by offering lower impact fees. 

Sadly, many villages have . 
thought growth would pay for itself. 

In many ways It has, new resi- 
dents, buying new homes have re- 
ceived much more than they bar- 
gained for— in overcrowded 
schools and their tax bills.

Jury duty

When I mentioned I 
spent last week on 
jury duty, friends 
groaned and shook 
their heads in sympathy and empa- 
thy. 

Jury duty, like voting, is one of 
our precious freedoms, yet most of 
us hope to avoid being summoned. 
We have busy lives, families to 
tend, jobs in which we consider 
ourselves indispensable, television 
to watch and recreation to pursue. 

The old newspaper curmud- 
geon H.L Mencken defined a jury 
as "a group of 12 people who, hav- 
ing lied to the judge about their . 
hearing, health and business en- 
gagements, have failed to fool 
him." 

And, as we demonstrated in the 
March 17 election, we're also be- 
coming artful at dodging the voting 
booth. That, of course, is scary, and 
the subject of another discussion. 

When we answer the jury sum- 
mons and report to the Court- 
house, we learn that the judges 
place great value on the system. 
England is the model of our laws 
and our forefathers took from the 
Magna Carta the guarantee to trial 
by an impartial jury of our peers. 

One of my reference books 
quotes a judge named George H. 
Boldt as saying, "Jury service, hon- 
orably performed, is as important 
in defense of our country, its Con- 
stitution and laws, and the ideals 
and standards for which they 
stand, as the service rendered by 
the soldier on the field of battle," 

■ Bui considerably less danger- 
ous. . , 

A Lake County judge who has 
had more than 500 juries told us, 
"I've found ihat the iWsdom and 
common sense of Juries has been 
very good," 

Famous lawyer Clarence Dar- 
row said, "I never saw a jury of 1 2 
people, if given all the facts, that 
didn't do what was fair and right." 

Forget, if you can, the O.i. 
Simpson trial. 
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Ourwelcoming judge said that 
although we probably wished we 
were elsewhere, we might emerge 
from jury duty with a good feeling 
about how our system of justice 
works. He was right. 

One of the busiest persons in 
the courtroom is the court re- 
porter, who records and tran- 
scribes a verbatim report of all 
proceedings, I told one of them I 
thought she had a really tough 
job. "It is stressful," she said, "but 
it's a terrific job for the amount of 
schooling required." ^ 

Constantly typing at top speed 
to record every word, wherl does 
she transcribe the mountain of 
shorthand she must take? 

"1 was up until 2 in the morning 
the last few days," she said. 

• And then we have the much- 
maligned the objects of all those 
lawyer jokes. 

"What's four lawyers drowned 
in Lake Michigan? A stan." 

"The definition of a crying 
shame: A busload of lawyers going 
over the cliff with an empty seat," 

How nasty; a nice person 
would not have repeated them.

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CLC Board awards 
construction contract 



The College of Like County 
board of trustees last night awarded 
a $2.5 million contract to Boiler Con- 
struction Co., Inc. of Waukegan for 
the construction of an employment 
and training center on the Grayslake 
Campus. 

Tlie center will provide approxi- 
mately 24,000 square feet of space to 
house a variety of empioyinent assis- 
tance and job training resources of- 
fered by the Illinois Department of 
Employment Security tIDES), the 
Private Industry' Council, the Coun- 
ty of Lake and CLC. Construction is 
scheduled to be completed by Jan. 1 , 
1999. 

To fund the construction, the 
board last night also approved the 
sale of $2.3 million in bonds. The 
bonds will be financed from lease 
payments the college will receive 
from IDES. In a related matter, the 
board approved the sale of a $3.5 
million in limited tax bonds to cover 
the college's costs for early retire- 
ment incentives and technology im- 
provements. 'Hie board adopted res- 
olutions of intent to issue both 
bonds at its January' meeting and 
held a public hearing on the propos- 
als at the February meeting. 

In a separate action, the board 
approved the submission of three 
college construction projects to the 
Illinois Community College Board 
for improvements to the Grayslake 
Campus and property recently pur- 
chased by the college in Vernon 
Hills. On the Grayslake Campus, the 
college proposes to construct a facil- 
ities warehouse and an addition to 
the greenhouse used in the horticul- 
ture program. On the Vernon H\Us 
sUe, located at H20 S. Milwaukee 



Ave., the college proposes to reno- 
vate a building on the property to 
provide classrooms and offices for 
the Southlake Educational Center, 
nie total cost for all three projects is 
estimated at SI. 6 million, which will 
be financed through the college's 
building and maintenance fund. 

In other news, the trustees con- 
gratulated Board Cliair Patricia Jones 
(Waukegan) who was named the 
Most Inllii'wntial African-American in 
Lake County by the People's Re- 
source Council, an organization that 
recognizes leaders in the African- 
American community. Trustee 
Richard Anderson (Grayslake) was 
also congratulated on his selection as 
a winner of Northeastern Illinois 
University's 1990 distinguished 
alumni award. 

The board also recognized two 
faculty award recipients. English in- 
structor Mary Winter (Ariington 
Heights) was selected by students as 
the 1998 CLC Outstanding Faculty 
Member, and the late George Nel- 
son, a political science instructor, 
was selected as the recipient of the 
new part-time faculty member 
award established by the student 
senate. The board also honored stu- 
dent trustee Jason Johnson as CLC's 
nominee for the 1998 
Gigi Campbell Student Trustee Ex- 
cellence Award, and student Vanes- 
sa Quatraro-Freeman (Vernon Hills), 
CLC's nominee for an essay contest 
sponsored by the Illinois Communi- 
ty College Trustees Assn.

The district's administrative of- 
fice is located in Gages Lake after 
having moved from Gurnee a few 
years ago. 

Specialties SEDOL offers today 
include: eariy intervention, audiolo- 
gy, nursing, occupational therapy, 
orientation-mobility, physical thera- 
py, prevocational, psychology, social 
work, speech and language and in- 
structional programs. 
• "The ultimate goal is to return 
students with skills to become suc- 
cessful students," according to a 
SEDOL video. 

Anderson said the major trend is 
having schools bring back students 
who are in need of moderate ser- 
vices. 

He mentioned the district fol- 
lows students with long range stud- 
ies. After age 21 is a gap. 

Many companies, from fast food 
chains to Wal-Mart employ former 
SEDOL students. 

"Many employers see them as 
good workers. The students are glad 
to be there, to have something to 
contribute to," Anderson said. 

SEDOL is financed not by taxes, 
but tuition charged to member dis- 
tricts, 52 percent of revenues and 



state and federal grants and contrac- 
tural fees. 

Its mission: "Thirty-seven school 
districts united to helping children 
providing advocacy, leadership and 
resources and services." 

Among goals for tlie coming five 
years: 

•By Aug. I. 2000, SEDOL stu- 
dents, staff and administration will 
be using state of the art technology to 
meet educational needs and to im- 
prove organizational efficiency; 

•By Aug. 1; 2000 SEDOL will have 
implemented a staff development 
program that results in all staltbeing 
trained to provide effective educa- 
tional services to the population they 
serve. 

•Appropriate housing will be 
available for all SEDOL students. 

•By Aug. 1, 2000 SEDOL's focus 
will be to shift to provision of stu- 
dents with severe disabilities, expan- 
sion of services for more effective In- 
terventions for this population, tran- 
sition of programs for students with 
mild and moderate disabilities to the 
districts, and provisions of technical 
assistance, prevention services, pre- 
vocational services, inclusion ser- 
vices and staff development to the 
district.

10 marketing 
basics-follow 
the money 



According to Greek legend, 
King Midas has ttic pow- 
er to turn everytliing lie 
touched into gold. If you 
want to grow your business you 
may find tliat marlceting is your 
"Midas touch." 

I believe that success in any 
venture is the long-term result of 
doing simple things well. Since 
marlceting is a critical element of 
business success, you must under- 
stand the basics and do them well. 
The following questions will help 
you understand where money 
comes from and how to keep it 
flowing into your business. 

10 marketing 
questions 

1. Where docs cash come 
from? The source of cash — sales, 
revenues, income— is your cus- 
tomers. Once you know the 
source, you should focus on keep- 
ing the source from drying up. 
Therefore, the next nine questions 
will guide you toward serving your 
customers more effectively. 

2. Who are my customers? 
If you're in an existing business 
you have at least six types of cus- 
tomers. These include current, po- 
tential, former, most-profitable, 
somewhat-profitable and unprof- 
itable cuslomcrsrThe key to know 



which customers arc helping you 
achieve your business goals. 

3. How can I deflne (de- 
scribe) them? There are two 
main ways to categorize cus- 
tomers; demographic and psycho- 
graphic. Demographics include 
age, gender, income levels, educa- 
tion, location, etc. Psychographic 
factors include attitudes, 
lifestyles, preferences, prejudices, 
etc. Knowing your customers' 
characteristics will help you find 
ways to serve them better. 

4. What are my customers 
thinking? There are four sub- 
questions you need to ask: Wliat 
are they thinking about our busi- 
ness practices? How do they feel 
about our employees? How do 
they feel about me? 

5. Where are they? This 
question is aimed at pinpointing 
the exact location of your cus- 
tomer base. Most important is the 
geographic location of your best 
customers. These are the ones 
who spend the most with you and 
generate the most profit for your 
firm. This information is critical in 
answering question sh. 

e. How can I reach my cus- 
tomers effectively and effi- 
ciently? How can we deliver a 
strong marketing message for the 
lowest possible cost? Wliat media 
and methods will serve us best? 
We can use newspapers, radio, TV, 
direct mail, yellow pages, bill- 
boards, etc. Wliat message do we 
want to send? What format will we 
use to drive the desired message 
home? See question eight for more 
on the message. 

7. Wliat are our customers 
buying? First, what are they buy- 
ing from you? You can get this in- 
formation from your sales records. 
Second, what are they buying from 
others? Here we're looking for 
general patterns and trends in 
your industry, 

8. What can 1 offer my cus- 
tomers that they can't get 
from anyone else? This is your 
position. The future strength of

Rita Jones and Cathy Collins, 
owners, greet you with asmUe and 
an offer to take your coat. As you look 
around, the decor's colors of mauve 
and soft neutraJs invite you to feel 
comfortable and to "stay awhile." 
A form is completed assuring 
your current health status. Tlien 
you're led lo a curtained room 
where you disrobe to your under- 
wear.
